This is in response to the RESTRICTION REQUIREMENT mailed March 30, 2006, in 
the above referenced application. 

Applicants hereby provisionally elect the subject matter of Group I, Claims 8-9 and 15- 
18, drawn to a method of treating an angiogenesis dependent disease wherin the disease is 
cancer. This election is made with traverse inasmuch as it is the applicant's position that the 
subject matter of groups I-V are all angiogenesis mediated disease and are thus inextricably 
linked such that they do not constitute independent and distinct inventions as required by the 
statute. The Examiner is therefore respectfully requested to examine these groups together in one 
application. 

As to the election of species, applicants provisionally elect the species where the disease 
is angioma, as recited in claim 9.
